I am surprised that so little attention 
has been paid in the public Press to the 


death, which was reported some days ago, 
of the famous Bugler Dunne. 


Dunne’s remarkable exploit during 


late thirties or early forties will remember 
how, as small boys, they loved to de- 
corate their coat-Japels with the little 
celluloid badges depicting the faces of 
England’s foremost fighting-men. The 
craze for collecting these buttons was 
almost as widespread as is the craze for 
collecting cigarette coupons now. I re- 
member how I managed to gather almost 
a hundred of them before Pretoria was 
relieved. Bugler Dunne made his name by 
sounding the “ Advance’’ during the 
crossing of ‘a river. His exploits caused 
a great stir at the time, and can be 
compared with the achievement of Boy 
Cornwell, whose heroism at Jutland con- 
stitutes one of the brightest pages of the 
Navy's history.

sidy. So long as mails and passengers travel 
in the same aeroplane the need to consider 
the comfort of passengers, many of whom are 
likely to be advanced in years or frail, must 
prevent the fullest possible use of the speed 
inherent in the flying machine. Not only are 
the demands of comfort sometimes contrary 
to the demands of speed in designing the 
aeroplane. but the passengers must be given 
time on the ground for rest till the real giant 
air liner, with adequate sleeping and living 
quarters on board, becomes a fact. 


PRESENT ACHIEVEMENT. 


Whether mails and passengers should travel 
together is matter for much argument. One 
point stands out: the British postal 
uuthorities must soften their present 
step-motherly attitude towards air mail 
before much progress can be made with the 
idea of a “mails only”’ service. 
Critics of the present Imperial Airways 
policy are undoubtedly inclined to go too far. 
They tend to forget the notable achievements 
of the company, which, for example, 1s 
already running a regular service between 
London and Cape Town in ten days, equal 
to the “record ” of only four years ago.

Travelling as far as Karachi in a four- 
engined Armstrong Whitworth air line ’plane, 
and transferring there to the regular India air 
mail service, Major Brackley, who is Flying 
Superintendent of Imperial Alrways, 
journeyed from Sydney to London in seven- 
teen davs, four of which were spent on 
business in Calcutta and Ransoon. Thirteen 
fiving days for the trip, without hurry or 
fatigue, do not compare unfavourably with 
the ten davs taken by Kingsford-Smith, the 
record-breaker, 


A LIGHT TOURING ’PLANE. 


Like all of the machines which have held 
the England-Australia record, with the 
single exception of the Ross Brothers’ big 
biplane, Kingsford-Smith’s craft, “Miss 
Southern Cross,” comes in the category of 
the light touring ‘plane. Designed by a 
fellow-Australian and experienced pilot, in 
Mr EE W. . Percival, the “Gall” 
monoplane is a beautiful and fast vehicle 
intended for the transport of pilot and one or 
two passengers in an enclosed cabin. Few 
aeroplanes have better or more shapely lines; 
the aerodynamical excellence of the design is 
largely responsible for the machine‘s high per- 
formance and general flying efficiency. Laden 
with fuel sufficient for ‘‘ hops’’ up to 2,000 
miles, Kingsford-Smith’s craft cruises at 120 
miles an hour; in preliminary tests it sur- 
passed in every detail the requirements laid 
down by the aviator when he placed the 
order. 7 

In the comparatively brief period since the 
‘Gull ’’ was put into groduction nearly thirty 
machines have been sold, not only to private 
flyers, but also to operating concerns in India, 
Australia, Japan and France. The figure is 
ample evidence of the quick recognition 
accorded the ‘‘Gull’s”’ excellent qualities. 
Power in Kingsford-Smith’s machine is de- 
rived from one of the world-famous de Havil- 
land ‘‘Gipsy Major” 130 h.p. air-cooled 
motors, which have provided power in five 
successful ‘Transatlantic flights, and are now 
credited with both the England-Cape Town 
and Kngland-Australia records. Perhaps, the 
most notable ‘Gipsy Major ” record is lax 
spectacular; it is the only aero-engine in the 
world which is guaranteed to run 750 hours 
between overhauls, needing in the interval 
nothing but routine inspecticn and the adjust- 
ment and cleansing of components, such as 
sie plugs, oil and fuel filters, end so 
orth.

Mr. Walter Baird, Chairman, at the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board meeting yesterday ex- 
plained the position in regard to the prepara- 
tion of the list of electors of elective menibers

Every third year, he said, under the 
Board’s Act of 1898, the Town Clerk 
furnishes a list of persons occupying premises 
within the city and carrying on any trade or 
manufacture and paying rates on a valuation’ 
of £20 or upwards. 

The Collector of Customs furnishes a list 
of any persons carrying on business within 
the city and paying Customs duties and also 
Excise duties to the amount of £500 and up- 
wards. 

The Registrar of Shipping furnishes a list 
of every person being a registered owner of 
shipping registered at the port of Dublin. 

the ébretary furnishes a list of persons 
being the registered owners of shipping not 
registered. at the port of Dublin who have 
pa.d £100 or upwards for the twelve months 
ending 3ist August immediately preceding 
the election. In addition to these, everv 
person carrying on business as a wholesale 
trader is qualified) From these lists the 
revisor prepares the list of electors. 
During the intermediate years the Board 
publishes a votice in accordance with the Act, 
not less than seven or more than fourteen 
days before the 20th October, reminding the 
public that claims to have their names in- 
serted in the register or to have corrections 
made in the register, where necessary, must 
be lodged at this office on or before the 20th 
October, and the claims received by the 
Board are printed and a copy placed in the 
porch of this building for public inspection.

The best leaf mould is obtained from beech 
and oak leaves, while ash, elm and lime 
leaves are also good. 

Do not save walnut leaves, as they contain 
tannin, which is injurious. 

The best way to gather up leaves is to 
sweep them up with a birch broom, keeping 
the bristles almost parallel with the ground, 
and then to obtain two wide boards and 
scoop them up in between these. 

Stacking the leaves in an odd sheltered 
corner of the garden is a good way to store 
them, the secret being to store them wet, as 
this aids decomposition and keeps them in 
place. If you gather the leaves on a dry’ 
day soak them with water and tread them 
well down. Hf trodden well and stacked wet 
the wind will not blow them about. -

improvise a square of hurdles or small-mesh 
wire netting and keep the leaves in this?

_ The Minister promised to put this suggestion before the 
Vinister for Finance, though, it is understood, he did not agree to 
press 1t as a recommendation from his department.

MINISTER’S PROPOSALS

WHITE OATS ONLY. 


The Minister’s proposals were set out, 
for the information of the members of the 
conference, as follows :— 

(1) The scheme shall apply only to 
white oats of good quality, free from 
screenings, and bushelling not less than 
40 lb. 

(2) Any merchant, firm or person may 
co-operate in the scheme, but will be 
required to purchase from growers a total 
quantity’ of not, less than 500 barrels of 
oats of 1933 crop, in order to qualify for 
the Government’s guarantee. 

(3) Merchants who are prepared to co- 


notify the Department of Agriculture and 
give an undertaking that they will pay 


camel 


growers not less than 9s. per barrel (5s. 
2d. per cwt.), delivered at merchant’s 
store, for all white oats purchased by 
them under the scheme, and that they will 
otherwise comply with the provisions of 
the scheme. 

(4) Merchants who have purchased oats 
subject to the provisions of the scheme 
will be at liberty to otherwise. dispose of 
the oats in such quantity and in such 
manner as they may think fit at any time 
prior to 30th June, 1934. 

(5) Merchants co-operating in the 
scheme will be required to furnish to the 
Department of Agriculture, not later than 
the seventh day of each month a state- 
ment showing the quantity of white oats 
on hands at the beginning of the previous 
month, the quantity purchased during the 
month, the quantity sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of during the month, and the quan- 
tity on hands at the end of the month. 

(6) The Minister for Agriculture will 
undertake, in respect of stocks of white 
oats of the quality described in the first 
paragraph and remaining unsold in mer- 
chants’ stores on 30th June, 1934—(a) to 
take over such stocks at the price of 10s. 
6d. per barrel (6s. per cwt.), free on rail, 
the oats to be held by the merchant to 
the Minister’s order for a period not ex- 
ceeding. 30 days, or, alternatively, (b) if 
a merchant has obtained the Minister’s 
prior consent to sell his oats at any date 
prior to 30th June, 1934, and the f.o.r. 
price obtained is less than 10s. 6d. a 
barrel, to pay the merchant a sum equal 
to the difference between the price realised 
and 10s. 6d. a barrel. 

(7) The undertaking in paragraph (6) 

will apply only in cases in which unsold 
stocks of oats are in excess of 100 barrels, 
and payment will be made only in respect 
of the quantity by which the stocks exceed 
100 barrels. 
, (8) The Minister will not be prepared 
to take over stocks of oats where it is clear 
that such stocks were stored unéer un- 
suitable conditions ur were improperly 
cared for during the storage period. 

(9) Merchants who hold unsold stocks 
of oats at 30th June, 1934, and who make 
application to the Minister under para- 
graph (6) will be required to submit 
detailed particulars with respect to their 
holdings of oats, and must, if required, 
make a statutory declaration that the vats 


to which their application relates were 
purchased by them from growers at the 
specified fixed price of 9s. per barrel.

ROM England to Australia in less than 


Mr. Charles Ulm, the Australian airman, 
who, with his three companions, arrived 
at Derby, Western Australia, at fifteen 
minutes after midnight, equivalent iv 
4.15 p.m, Greenwich time yesterday. 

The. time occupied in the flight from 
Feltham Aerodrome, Middlesex, was 6 
days 17 hours 56 minutes. Ulm has thus 
beaten Sir Charles Kingsford-Smith’s time 
of 7 days 4 hours 47 minutes by ten hours 
fiftv-one minutes, and established figures 
that will not easily be surpassed, but it 
must be 1emembered that Kingsford- 
Smith’s achievement was made in a light 
aeroplane in which he flew alone. 

Mr. C. W. A. Scott, who until a week 
or so ago held the “ record ’’ with a time 
of 8 days 20 hours 47 minutes, said: “ He 
deserved his success for his perseverance. 
His flight, however, cannot quite be com- 
pared with Kingsford-Smith’s solo effort 
in a one-engined machine, but Ulm’s 
machine is absolutely a commercial type 
of aeroplane, and, from a commercial 
point of view, his flight demonstrates more 
than Kingsford-Smith’s.”’ 

Mr. Ulm was accompanied by Mr. G. U. 
Allen and Mr. P. G. Taylor, who have 
been taking turns with him in the pilot- 
ing of the machine, while Mr. John 
Edwards acted as navigator. 

The machine, Faith in Australia, is an 
Avro 10, a high-wing monoplane which 
will normally carry ten people, driven by 


three Wright-Whirlwind engines using 
Castrol. 

A SUSTAINED EFFORT, 
Mr. Ulm’s flight, which has thus 


brought regular flights from London to 
Australia in a week into the realm of 
possibility, was a remarkable feat in view 
of the series of mishays which have dogged 
him on the way, and which on previous 
flights have earned him the title of 
“ Unlucky Ulm.” 

Mr. Ulm took off from Feltham at 10.30 
p.m. on Thursday last, and reached 
Athens less than fifteen hours later. He 


ford-Smith’s time, and he maintained his 
lead: at his next stops at Bagdad and 
Karachi. Up to the time of his arrival at 
Calcutta he was twenty-four hours ahead 
of Kingsford-Smith. but there he was 
delayed by engine trouble and heavy rain, 
and lost his lead, but he regained it by 
the time he reached Singapore. 

In the flight across the Java Sea to 
Sourabaya he drew farther ahead, but at 
Sourabaya (states Reuter) he and his com- 
panions were again delayed. They tried 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning to take off 
on their last hop, but their machine stuck 
fast in the soft ground of the aerodrome. 
It, was not until 11.10 a.m. (local time) 
that they succeeded in taking off. 

Mr. Ulm has yet to fly on to Sydney 
in order to establish a new officially- 
recognised ‘‘record’’ for the flight from 
England to Australia. He announced that 
he would start to-day. 


FRIENDS’ RIVALRY, 
Flight-Lieutenant Ulm’ first made his 
name as the man who accompanied 


Kingsford-Smith on several of his big 
flights. ' 

His flight in 1928 with Kingsford-Smith 
was one of the greatest feats in aviation. 
They flew 7,340 miles across the Pacific 
from the coast of America to Brisbane, 
taking just under ninety hours. The flight 
was made in three stages—California to 
Honolulu, 2,100 miles ; then to Suva, Fiji, 
5,500 miles; and on to Brisbane, 1,700 
miles. 

It was on March 30th, 1929, that the 
two fliers took off in the Southern Cross 
from Sydney to fly to Wyndham, on the 
north-west coast of Australia, the first 
stage of their projected flight to England. 
Their aim was to study the route from 
Australia to India with a view to co- 
operating in the extension to Australia of 
the England-India air mail service. They 
also hoped to break the ‘‘record’’ of 154 
days which Mr. Bert Hinkler had set up 
on his flight from England to Australia. 


A CLOSE CALL. 


A heavy storm forced them to land in 
the interior, and the search for them 
lasted nearly a fortnight. On April 12th 
one of the searching aeroplanes sighted 
them on a mud flat. They were onthe 
verge of starvation, and U]m later stated 
that they would not have survived much 
longer. One of the relief ’planes crashed 
during the search, and the pilot was 
killed. 

Undeterred by a number of criticisms 
contained in the report of the committee 
of inquiry, the airmen set off again on 
June 27th, and completed their flight in 
the “ record.” time of thirteen days. 

Ulm was again with Kingsford-Smith 
in 1930 when they made a flight across 
the Atlantic from Dublin to Newfound- 
Jand and New York, and on to Oakland, 


California, where the machine, the 
Southern Cross, was sold. 
PORTMARNOCK MISHAP. 


The present flight had its origin on 
June 23rd last, when Ulm, with his 
two Australian companions, Allen and 
Taylor, left Australia in the Faith in 
Australia in an effort to break the 
‘‘record’’ for the Australia-Fngland 
fiight. He met with bad luck all along 
the way, and only arrived in England on 
July 10th, having taken three weeks for 
the flight. : 

Again when he was preparing to take 
off from Portmarnock Strand for a dash 
across the Atlantic on July 27th, a mishap 
to the machine cause a postponement, and 
he subsequently decided to return to 
Australia and make a new attempt next 
year. 

As regards his companions, Allen 
worked as a pilot with Mollison on the 
Sydney-Melbourne Air Service; Mr. 
Taylor was also a pilot in the service of 
Anstralian National Airways; while John 
Edwards is a 23 years old London ship’s 
oficer who joined the crew after the 
arrival from Australia in July.

OR a number of weeks the traffic re 
ceipts of the Great Southern Railways 
have shown an improvement upon the 
corresponding figures for previous years. 
There has been a tendency to draw rather 
optimistic conclusions from this improve- 
ment; but in railway circles, while the 
traffic returns have caused a certain 
amount of satisfaction, a very sober view 
is taken of the future. There is no 
guarantee that the returns will continue 
to show an improvement. 

English railways also have published in- 
creased traffic returns in recent weeks, and 
that fact has led to the conclusion that 
‘“the railway trade is on the up-grade.”’ 
While, however, the Great Southern Rail- 
ways have to meet the same competition as 
the English lines, principally in the way of 
motor omnibus and motor car traffic, the 
Irish company also has to contend with two 
other factors in the shape of reduced goods 
traffic as a result of the economic war, and 
reduced tourist traffic from England and 
Scotland owing to the present political 
situation in the Irish Free State.

It has met 
with a great deal of success, but had it not 
been for the political difficulties, over which 
they have no control, their success, it is 
believed, would have been doubled or 
trebled. 

An example of the railway company’s 
new “ fighting policy ” is found in the 
scheme, inaugurated last July, for the 
cheap and expeditious transport of food- 
stuffs. This scheme involved a reduction 
of approximately 45 per cent. on the rates 
for farm, dairy and market garden produce 
conveyed by passenger train. It is 
claimed that it ensures a greater propor- 
tion of home produce than has hitherto 
been the case reaching dealers in towns 
and cities; that it has proved beneficial 
alike to farmers and consumers, and that 
it has restored to the railways a consider- 
able volume of traffic. a 


* DOOR-TO-DOOR” SERVICE. 


Another notable development in connec- 
tion with the Great Southern Railways has 
been the institution of an extensive ‘‘door- 
to-door ” service. Almost every town and 
village in the area served by the railways 
now has a collection and delivery service. 
There are 88 rail-head services operating 
from various stations to outlying places in 
the country, those services in some cases 
extending to places more than sixteen 
miles distant from the rail-head station. 

In addition to the rail-head services, 
there are ninety-seven stations with town 
cartage arrangements which enable goods 
to be delivered and collected at inclusive 
rates. It is dificult in words to convey 
a sense of the ramifications of this delivery 
service. Its details are set out in a large 
scale map at Kingsbridge, upon which the 
enthusiast for organisation could gaze for 
heurs with pleasure and appreciation ! 

Grain for milling, eggs and other com- 
modities also are carried at reduced rates. 


WOOING THE TRAVELLER. 


In the scheme to win back traffic the 
Great Southern Railways have not 
neglected the passenger, Many cheap 
facilities have recently been introduced. 
‘Sea breeze excursions’’ were patronised 
extensively during the summer, particu- 
larly by people in Dublin and Cork. 
Another novelty, which may be more ex- 
tensively used when it becomes more 
generally known, was a seven-days’ ticket 
scheme, enabling the ticket-holder to travel 
where and at what time he desired within 
certain holiday areas, the cost of the 
ticket being ten shillings third class and 
fifteen shillings first class. 

It is due to such schemes as those that 
the railway traffic returns have shown an 
increase. People and goods, it is claimed, 
are being won back from the roads ; but. 
in addition, people are being encouraged 
tc travel more and the transport of goods 
is being developed—the last two facts not- 
withstanding the economic depression from 
which other countries, as well as the Irish 
Free State, are suffering. 


EFFECT OF TRANSPORT ACT. 


It is too early yet to speculate with 
much chance of accuracy upon the possi- 
bility of this progress being continued. 
There may be @ustification for a modified 
form of hopefulness, but railway officials. 
knowing the difficulties with which thev 
are faced, are slow to admit that even 
such is the case. The traffic receipts so 
far, it must be borne in mind. fal] short 
of a figure which could be considered as 
satisfactory. 

Recently there has been an amount of 
speculation regarding the ’bus and road 
transport services which may be taken 
over by the railways company under the 
Road Transport Act. The object of the 
company, it is freely admitted, is to 
control the entire transport of the State. 
Under the Act it will be possible for the 
company to acquire transport licences for 
various routes, but no statement regarding 
the company’s intentions can be made at 
present. It is pointed out that, even if 
the railways obtain entire control of 
traffic, they will be restricted by legisla- 
tion in such matters as charges, fares, 
salaries, etc.

Mr. Arthur Henderson, the President cf 
the Disarmament Conference, stated last 
night that, in his view, any attempt to 
substitute the Four-Power Pact for the 
Disarmament Conference could only have a 
disturbing influence on the delegations to 
the Conference, and would also increase 
suspicion and do considerable harm, both 
to the Conference and to the Lact.

Mr. George Lansbury, Leader of the 
Opposition in the British Parliament, 
broadcasting last night the Labour Party's 
view of the situation, said: “ We will not 
support an increase 6f armaments, but we 
shall also refuse to support our own or 
any other Government in an endeavour to 
apply penalties or sanctions against Ger- 
many. 

In Geneva it was expected that Ger- 
many’s formal notification of her with- 
drawal from the League would. be delayed 
until after the German plebiscite, seeing 
that this notification did not follow imme- 
diately on the original announcement of 
the German Government’s intention to 
resign. 

Now that the notification in the form 
previously indicated has actually been 
sent, it would seem that Germany is giving 
notice under the Covenant, so that she 
will continue to be bound by her obliga- 
tions for two years to come in the same 
manner as Japan is bound. 

The general tone of well-informed Ger- 
man comment appears to be that Germany 
pre-supposes that there is yet a future for 
the disarmament negotiations, and does 
not consider the events of last week-end 
have created an insuperable obstacle to a 
renewal of the discussions. 

Hopes are expressed that ‘‘ further 
blunders will be avoided in the future ”’ if 
it is realised that a probationary period is 
‘unacceptable and incompatible with 
Germany's honour.”

U.S. BLOW TO IRISH 
DISTILLERIES, 


MR. ROOSEVELT STOPS 
WHISKEY IMPORTS.

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

President Roosevelt has ordered an im- 
mediate embargo on all imports of 
‘‘ medicinal ” liquor. He has rejected a 
proposal to permit the importation of such 
liquor in bond until it can be sold legally 
upon the formal repeal of prohibition, 
which is expected by December 5th. 

Importers had sought permission to im- 
port 3,000,000 gallons of “ medicinal ”’ 
liquor for the expected rush at Christmas, 
and it is estimated that the duty on such 
imports would have contributed 20,000,000 
dollars (£4,000,000) to the Federal 
revenue. 

Now that the acute shortage of matured 
whiskey in the United States, which has 
been estimated at only one month’s supply, 
will be continued, fears are expressed that 
in the rush to buy whiskey legally prices 
are likely to rise three-fold. 

It is understood that President Roose- 
velt’s decision to bar foreign whiskey was 
taken after a conference with officials of 
the Treasury and State Departments. No 
reason for the decision is given officially, 
but it is presumed to have been made 
partly as a trading point in commercial 
negotiations with foreign countries, 
especially France and Canada, which are 
known to be eagerly awaiting the end of 
prohibition to pour their wines and spirits 
into the United States. In addition, it is 
believed that the President wishes to give 
the American distilling industry a chance 
to revive and establish itself firmly before 
having to face foreign competition. 

Mr. Doran, Commissioner of Industrial 
Alcohol, states that American distillers 
have recently engaged in a great campaign 
of whiskey blending, and have prepared 
millions of galions. . He states that by 
stopping the import of foreign liquor 
American distillers will be given a “flying 
start ’’ in the home market as soon as 
prohibition is repealed. 

He indicates, however, that the present 
ban upon foreign liquor is not likely to be 
maintained after the formal repeal of the 
dry law. 

American distillers and wine-makers are 
overjoyed (says The Times Correspondent), 
and are buttressing their appeal for exten- 
sion of the embargo by a promise to use 
only American grains and grapes, and to 
employ only American workmen if they 
are thus protected. On the other hand, 
wholesale liquor importers point with 
alarm to the possibility of a domestic 
monopoly, and to resultant price levels 
which will permit the bootlegger still to 
flourish.

The total is equivalent to 46.6 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population,

The average cost of home assistance was 
£16.021 per wrek, or £167 per week higher 
than the p as “3; month, and £3,546 higher 
per week than in August, 1932.

GLASS CUT WITH DIAMOND. 


The window, which hag very thick

There was not 
a soul about that part of the ‘quay at 
the time, and not ten yards away there 
was an unlighted cul-de-sac where the 
raiders could await the most favourable 
moment. 


NO ARRESTS. 


The establishment, according to Mr. 
Sexton, is the oldest of ws kind in Ireland 
probably, having been established as far 
back as the year 1750. 

Up to the present no arrests have been 
made, and there is much speculation as 
to how the raiders left the city. A car 
was reported to have been stolen in Cork 
recently, and the theory is that the raiders 
travelled to Waterford from Cork in two 
cars, and having ‘‘ditched”’ one car 
escaped in the other. 

A close watch of the premises must have 
been made by the raiders for some days 
past, as they appear to have made them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted not only 
with the surroundings of the premises, but 
with the habits of the people living there. 
There was no one in the jewellery shop at 
the time, and the raid was carried out 
just three minutes before the burglar- 
proof shutter would have been drawn over 
the window.

While’ parties of school children visit the 
Museum. and Botanic Gardens fairly fre- 
quently, it .is exceptional to find correspond- 
ing tours being made in either the National 
or Municipal Galleries.

The pictures are essentially 
modern, and so is the gallery. The ceilings 
are low so that the light is brought down 
to the pictures, while the artificial light used 
at night is filtered, so that the proper tone 
values are given to the pictures. 

At night the pictures may be appreciated 
as much as in the day.time. This must be to 
the advantage of a teacher who finds it in- 
convenient to take his class around except in 
the evening. The Municipal Gallery is open 
every week day from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m.; on 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday evenings 
from 8 to lu o'clock, and on Sundays from 
3 to 6 p.m.

She asked him not to have a 
post-mortem examination, and said there was 
no necessity for it, and reminded him that 
he vaccinated her 10 years ago before going 
to America. She took him from the kitchen, 
where the inquest was being held, to a room 
to make the request. She called to his house 
at Strokestown on 18th September, when the 
inquest was resumed, and he told her that 
strychnine had been found in the stomach. 
She then complained that other people knew 
it, and that she had not been told. She 
spoke to him about her husband being deli- 
cate, and he agreed. She said she was in 
debt when she married him. She made a de- 

sition at the inquest, in which she said her 

usband, on 20th July, after his day’s work, 
complained of a headache. She gave him the 
medicine he usually took when going to bed. 
When in bed fifteen minutes he appeared tu 
be fainting, and he said to her, “ Pick me up, 
Anne, I am going to faint.” She lifted him 
up, and he then said he was all right. He 
told her to: send for someone, and she sent 
for Patrick Keavney, who came, and went 
for a priest. He told her to get someone to 
stay with him, and she got Anne Keavney. 
When she returned she found her husband 
quiet, and when she. spoke to him he did not 
answer her. He appeared unconscious. John 
Carr, a neighbour, went for the doctor. 


MARRIAGE NOT HAPPY. 

Guard Loftus, Elphin, said Mrs. Hanley 
was walking up and down outside the house 
when he was on duty, shapping her fingers 
and muttering the words, ‘‘My poor Phelim.’’ 
At one time she put her hands to her head 
and said: ‘‘Oh, God, why did I do it.”’ 

Maria Hanly Clooncullane, said Mrs, 
Hanley said it was hard luck on her for 
her husband to die. She said he had no 
right to take her ir and that he was a lot 
in debt. Se spoke about poison and said 
her husband could have taken it himself. She 
said no one could say she gave it to him. 
She said that poison could only be got in the 
Medical Hall, Elphin, and no one could get 
it without giving their names, 

Jerome Kennedy, a mason, who worked at 
Phelim Hanley’s reconstructing his house, 
deposed to disagreements between the de- 
ceased man and his wife, and said the 
marriage was not a happy one. He knew of 
no reason which would er him to believe 
Phelim Hanley would commit suicide, and he 
never knew him to be ill fcr the last eleven 
years. He made no complaint to witness of 
illness on 20th July. On that evening Mrs. 
Hanley said she forgot to get the tea For her 
husband, and he saw her go to the dresser 
before she mede it and take a paper parcel 
from it with something in it. Sng put her

SOLICITOR DENIES 
CONVERSION CHARGE.

Mr. Rice Rowland Williams (67), a solici- 
tor, and for forty years Clerk to the Holy- 
head Justices, pleaded “not guilty” at 
Caernarvon Assizes yesterday to the frau- 
dulent conversion of £1,057 10s., received by 
him on account of thé Commissioners of 
se and Excise at Holyhead on May 


The prosecution was a sequel to a case 
heard at the Holyhead Court fast May. The 
case related to false declarations and the 
evasion of duties when the racehorse, Royal 
Ransom, was imported from the Free State. 
Charles Rogers, thé Irish racehorse trainer, 
was ordered to pay fines and costs totalling 
£1,052 10s., and H. Higgins, of Dublin, his 
assistant, was fined £5. 

This money was the subject of the present 
charge. 

The prosecution said that Williams had 
not remitted the fines imposed to the Cus- 
toms authorities, and counsel alieged that 
the cheque was paid into Williams’s firm’s 
banking account, Williams withdrawing £550 
the following day. . 

Counsel suggested that the money was 
used to complete the purchase of a hun- 
alow for a client, although Williams had 
had the money for that purpose the previous 
November. 

Evidence was then called, and Mr. R. L. 
Fisk, a Customs and Excise solicitor, agreed 
with defending counsel that from first to 
last Williams had contended that he could 
not understand why he was being pressed, 
and that he had te the end of the quarter 
to account for the money

N the Northern Parliament to-day, the 
Minister for Commerce (the Right Hon. J. 
Milne Barbour) moved a money resolution 

to implement the financial provisions of the 
Housing Bill and enable the Government to 
give a subsidy of £25 for each house, provided 
the tocal authorities - give an equivalent 
amount. It also enabled the local authorities 
to exempt new houses from rates for ten years 
instead of granting a subsidy. 

The money resolution also assisted those 
who desired to build a house with money 
from building societies and cheapened the 
loans for houses by a half ? was cent, 

The resolution was passed. 


FISHERIES BILL. 


The Minister for Commerce moved the 
second reading of the Fisheries Bill, which 
follows similar legislation in the British 
Parliament, designed to assist fishermen by 
mcluding undersized fish, which were of small 
value, and tended to lower prices. The bill 
enabled orders to be made prescribing the 
minimum size of fish to be sold in Northern 
Ireland aud constituted it an offence to sell 
fish of a smailer size. 

Mr. T. Henderson (Independent, Shankill) 
described the measure as a crab bill, and 
protested against the time of the House being 
occupied with a bill of the kind. 

‘To me, it is a huge joke,” he said, “ that 
we should be discussing a bill dealing with 
crabs, whelks and cockles, at a time when 
there is such utter destitution in Northern 
Ttreland, and our industries are crippled. The 
oniy wre of the bill was to create another 
army of officials to see that people do not 
gather a quarter-inch whelk or a three-inch 
shrimp,”’ 

Major C. Blakiston Hous: n (U., Dock) 
supported the measure. It was useless, he 
said, to provide harbours and facilities for 
fishermen if young fish w:re to be destroyed 
before they were sufficiently mature to be 
caught b: the fishermen for food. 

r. J. Beattie (Lab.) said that the bill 
would have tl.e effect of increasing the price 
of fish to the poor.

PRICE FOR OATS. | 


Mrs. Parker (U , South Derry) asked the

turbance in the oat trade was the indirect 
assistance given by the German export bond 
system.

It was, therefore, possible to subsidise thie 
home produce by means of a small levy on 
flour imported or milled.
